Despite her enormous output, Kwong says 
she is a slow worker who painstakingly keeps 
at her material until it is just right. “I work 
kind of intuitively and things just develop. 
The thing about making objects-not being 
good with English, I feel I can communicate 
something, whether it's a simple idea about 
color or a more complicated idea about worlds 
or the relationship of male and female. The 
objects are catalysts; they make you think 
about things in a different way. People be¬ 
come emotionally attached to them. A par¬ 
ticular place, like the Grand Canyon, or a 
mountain or a beach, evokes certain things, 
but you have to be there to feel those things. 
With small objects, you have them around 
your house, available to you.”

rent Kee Young^reates enigmas in 
glass. Tall, sleek vessels, they seem to 
F hold more than their slender shape 
can account for. They are things one wants to 
look at for a long time. Outside, clear glass; 
inside, delicate images and shimmering colors 
suggest narratives of life gone by, life in the 
making. They are as compelling as a gypsy’s 
crystal ball, and much more beautiful. 

As an undergraduate at California’s San 
Jose State University, Young had a promising 
future in civil engineering-he even had a 
job lined up for himself after graduation. 

But his real interest was in making things, 
not just designing them. After taking a cou¬ 
ple of ceramic and glass classes, he walked 
away from engineering and into fine art. 

“I thought, here [in ceramics and glass] I 
can be responsible for everything, the design 
and the execution,” the thirty-nine-year-old 
Young says. “It was more satisfying, more 
interesting and fun. I went to the art depart¬ 
ment and said, ‘Enroll me in something, be¬ 
cause I’m dropping out of engineering.’” He 
graduated in 1971 with a major in ceramics 
and a concentration in glass and went on to 
earn a Master of Fine Arts degree in glass 
from the internationally respected college of 
ceramics at the State University of New York 
at Alfred. Young, bom in Los Angeles, has 
been teaching glass at the Cleveland Institute 
of Art since 1973, and is chairman of the 
ceramics and glass department. 

Young works primarily with the form of 
the vessel, hand-blowing each one. Several 
years ago, his brother-in-law’s instructions 
on the art of fileting fish inspired his current 
series of vessels, which uses fossil imagery. 
Making each vessel is a laborious two-stage 
process. In the first stage, Young shapes layers 
of colored glass containing mysterious ob¬ 
jects that look like skeletons of prehistoric 
sea creatures, which he makes by hand in a 
separate process. In the second stage the 
exterior of the piece is formed with several 


thick layers of clear glass, using traditional 
glass-blowing methods. The work of two peo¬ 
ple goes into each piece. The glass is heavy 
and hard to handle alone, Young explains; 
lifting twenty pounds of glass on the end of a 
blowpipe would be like trying to lift a bowl¬ 
ing ball with a broom handle. All Young’s 
work is done in a studio he shares with two 
other glassworkers and a ceramist. Mark 
Sudduth, a former student and talented glass- 
worker in his own right, helps with all 
Young’s pieces. 

Except for Cleveland Museum of Art May 
Shows and a few other local exhibits, Young 
keeps a low profile in Cleveland, teaching, 
working in his studio and remodeling his 
Cleveland Heights home. Nationally, his 
credits are impressive. His work is in fifteen 
public collections, including the Cleveland 
Museum of Art, the Hokkaido Museum in 
Japan and, most recently, the High Museum 
of Art in Atlanta. The Corning Museum of 
Glass received a purchase award in 1979 from 
the National Endowment for the Arts to add 
his work to its collection. Several important 
galleries, including the Heller Gallery in New 
York, the Habitat Gallery in Detroit and the 
Snyderman Gallery in Philadelphia, as well 
as Gump’s in San Francisco, carry his work. 

Young has no immediate plans to depart 
from the form he has been exploring with 
such success. “Vessels open the door,” he says. 
“The imagery of some of my pieces is very 
readable, and that also opens the door to a 
variety of people. A vessel is not an abstract 
piece of sculpture. It allows the reader to 
say, ‘Well, that’s a pot,’ and the discussion 
opens from there.”

I n woodworker David GrandstafF s Cleve¬ 
land Heights apartment, the walls are 
studded with small cabinets, each as ele¬ 
gant and deceptively simple-looking as a 
Greek temple. The woods are smooth and 
lustrous, and often the familiar is joined to 
the exotic: cherry with purpleheart, walnut 
with ironwood. The cabinets are so finely 
constructed that when the doors are opened 
and closed the cabinets virtually breathe, 
never rasping, but inhaling and exhaling 
gently. 

Grandstaff has always worked with wood. 
As a child, he made many of his own toys and 
gadgets in his father's well-equipped wood 
shop. At thirty-one, the Cleveland Heights 
resident pursues perfection in cabinets and 
boxes with anachronistic single-mindedness. 
If there is a classical ideal for cabinets, his 
come close to it. 

“I’ve always found it harder to make some¬ 
thing as cheaply as possible, so that it can 
sell, than to have no limit and work to the 
best,” says the largely self-taught Grandstaff. 
He opens a drawer, which glides out as effort¬ 
lessly as Gene Kelly on a ballroom floor. “I 
spent a day and a half making that. Every¬ 
thing I make is seemingly expensive, but
